Point-Rationing 
Gets Off To a 
Cautious Start 


The practice air raid held last 
Tuesday afternoon, as far as 
Greenbelt was concerned, was not 
so good. To begin with, there 
were not sufficient wardens on 
day-time duty to cover entirely 
the areas of town. Many wardens 
are needed for this day-time duty 
and men and women who are at 
home during daylight hours are 
requested to sign up with Chief 
George Panagoulis. 

it seems that there still remains 
a great deal of uncertainty as to 
W'hat to do—and on what signal to 
do it. For those folks who are 
certain of the instructions they 
are repeated here: Blue Signal — 
is a long single blast denoting that 
planes are approaching the area. 
Residents are permitted to walk 
the streets, automobiles can pro¬ 
ceed at twenty miles an hour— 
and during the evening, all homes 
must be blacked out completely. 

Red Signal —a series of short 
repeated blasts lasting two minutes 
denotes that planes are either over- 
h e a d or rapidly approaching 
striking distance of the town. All 
residents must seek shelter, get 
off the streets, all automobiles 
must pull over to the curb and 
drivers seek shelter. 

Blue Signal —a long single blast 
will again be sounded and resi¬ 
dents will again be permitted to 
W'alk the strets but home lights 
must still remain blackened out. 

All-Clear Signal — no audible 
signal for the all-clear has, as yet, 
been announced. However, during 
the evening the all-clear will be 
given over the radio and the 
street lights will go on. During 
the day-time, residents will be 
notified of the all-clear over the 
ladio. 

Mistakes Observed 

Due to the lack of wardens to 
patrol all areas several violations 
of the air-raid law were observed. 
The local bus, remained stationary 
during the blue signal—when it 
could have proceeded at the estab¬ 
lished rate of 20 miles per hour— 
and started out of the station when 
the red signal blew—when all veh¬ 
icles must stop wherever they are 
and pull over to the curb. 

The Elementary School children 
were led from the school to the 
apartment house shelter on the 
blue signal. However, when the 
red signal denoting planes over¬ 
head was sounded, the children 
were led back to the school—when 
thev should have remained at the 
shelter.

A meeting scheduled was right, but only a dozen or so 
interested citizens showed up for the movies, cards, ping 
pong, square dancing, etc. planned for the evening. 

Every day more Greenbelt residents enlist in the armed 
services to “sweat, bleed and die” for “democracy” but the 
one organization in town which most clearly exemplifies the 
very principles of democracy can’t get enough people to¬ 
gether to hold a meeting. 

Didn’t the group offer an interesting program? Don’t 
the people care what goes on in the town? Is it worthwhile 
to pretend an interest? 

Let's Be Serious 

Reports from different areas of town indicate that we 
perhaps should do a little “homework” on the matter of the 
new air raid regulations as a result of Tuesday afternoon’s 
practice. 

The most noticeable example called to our attention 
was that of the bus which stood still during the “blue” 
period, when it could have been proceding at feduced 1 
speed, and then started off as the “red” sounded, when it, 
should have come to a halt. 

In another instance of misunderstanding, Elementary 
School children were taken to shelter areas, quite properly, 
on the blue signal, but were returned to their classrooms on 
the sounding of the “red” warning. 

Needless to say, situations like these might prove 
Iragic under real circumstances. 


Raising Health 


Indications are that this year perhaps as never be¬ 
fore there will be a rush for plots in the garden areas. Food 
curtailments already making themselves felt through stiff 
point-values assigned to agricultural products in canned 
form, have made people garden conscious to a new extent. 

Citizens of Greenbelt are relatively fortunate in hav¬ 
ing access to generous plots of land on which to raise a 
more healthful diet, and at no cost beyond a negligible reg¬ 
istration fee, some good exercise, and a promise to clean off 
the area at the end of the growing season.
